Hydroelectric 
project on schedule 
for 2014 completion

According to an Associ¬ 
ated Press story, the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Educa¬ 
tion plans to let school dis¬ 
tricts across the state apply 
to become what the story 
termed “Districts of Innova¬ 
tion/' Under this proposal 
the Kentucky Education De- 
partment relaxes certain 
rules and regulations to al¬ 
low districts to experiment 
on ways to improve student 
learning, the story said. 

“We believe we are al¬ 
ready innovative,” Hancock 
County Board of Education 
Superintendent Kyle Estes 
said.

County does not plan to ap¬ 
ply to the state to become 
one of the “Districts of Inno¬ 
vation.” He said Hancock 
County already employes 
creative strategies to help 
improve learning. 

As an example Estes 
mentioned the district’s 
early release days. The dis¬ 
trict applied to the state to 
allow the school system to 
release school early the third 
Friday of each month of the 
school year. The school sys¬ 
tem requested this exemp¬ 
tion to allow it to conduct 
professional development. 

When the Great Reces¬ 
sion hit, the revenue crunch 
that resulted forced many 
states to cut back on their 
budgets. In Kentucky, the 
state basically eliminated all 
professional development 
funds to school districts. 
School systems use profes¬ 
sional development to help

by the flood water. Crews 
disengage the turbines 
from the propellers and let 
them spin without generat¬ 
ing electricity. They also 
close all doors and hatches, 
put the plant on autopilot 
and leave until the flood 
water recedes. 

At this point, almost all 
of the concrete work is 
done on the plant. The fa¬ 
cility takes a huge amount 
of concrete. 

“At the end of 2012 we 
had poured 81-percent of 
the concrete,” Carson said. 
“That is 76,840 cubic yards 
of concrete.” 

When finished, employ¬ 
ment will be in the 9-10 em¬ 
ployee range. The exact 
number is yet to be deter¬ 
mined. 

Background 

Actual construction 
started at the location in 
May of 2009 with the con¬ 
struction of the cofferdam, 
and the excavation of the 
plant site. The official 
groundbreaking ceremony 
took place on August 5, 
2009. 

The first phase of the 
project consisted of crews 
moving 1.2 million cubic 
yards of dirt, constructing 
a 530,000 square-foot ben¬ 
tonite cutoff wall, the cof¬ 
ferdam and a de-watering 
system. Crews started on 
phase two of the project in 
October of 2010. 

Walsh Construction 
Group of Chicago won the 
bid to do the phase 2 con¬ 


struction, which includes 
building the powerhouse 
holding the three bulb-tur¬ 
bine generators. Voith Hy¬ 
dro received the bid to con¬ 
struct the turbines, and Or¬ 
egon Iron Works won the 
bid to construct the 
trashracks and gate equip¬ 
ment. Iljin/Pan American 
Supply landed the contract 
to supply the Main Power 
Transformer, and Morgan 
Engineering landed the 
contract to provide the 
heavy-lift cranes. 

Interest in locating a hy¬ 
droelectric plant at the 
Cannelton Locks and Dam 
dates to the 1960s. The ma¬ 
jor reason is the length of 
the pool behind the dam. It 
stretches over 100 miles to 
the McAlpine Locks and 
Dam in Louisville. The 
length of the pool gives a 
height differential of 25 feet 
from the backside to the 
front side of the dam. This 
differential gives the water 
enough force to spin the 
giant turbines. 

Interest in locating a 
hydro plant at the site 
quickly waned, only to pick 
up speed again in the 
1980s. Again, the project 
lost steam. 

In 2007 AMP purchased 
the rights to the project 
from W.V. Hydro Inc., and 
moved forward with the 
project. When finished, the 
three turbines provide 84- 
megawatts of power, 
enough to power the city of 
Owensboro.

The American Munici¬ 
pal Power hydroelectric 
power plant remains on 
schedule for completion in 
the summer of 2014, Kent 
Carson, senior director for 
media relations, said this 
week. The project costs an 
estimated $445 million. 

“We faced some chal¬ 
lenges during construc¬ 
tion, but they were not bad 
or unexpected,” Carson 
said. 

The facility sits beside 
the Cannelton Locks and 
Dam, and consists of 10 sto¬ 
reys, with nine of those be¬ 
ing underground. The 
huge bulb turbines sit at 
the bottom of the facility, 
approximately 90 feet un¬ 
derground. Water from the 
river comes in from the 
east (Louisville) side of the 
dam, flows over the tur¬ 
bines, and exits on the west 
side. 

As a run-of-the river 
power plant, the facility 
does not change the ecol¬ 
ogy of the river, Carson 
said. As a run-of-the-river 
facility, water flow affects 
the facility’s ability to gen¬ 
erate electricity. 

When the river level 
drops during drought con¬ 
ditions, the facility does not 
generate as much electric¬ 
ity due to lower water flow. 
Also, spring floods affect 
electricity production. 
When floods hit and the 
river level rises, the plant 
is made to be overtopped

Pictorial history book generating lots of interest

According to an Associ¬ 
ated Press story, the heavy 
rains that hit the Western 
Kentucky area the past few 
weeks turned many fields 
into mud, forcing many 
farmers to delay planting 
corn. Gary Baker, Hancock 
County Conservation Dis¬ 
trict Conservation Techni¬ 
cian, said the recent rains 
put many Hancock County 
farmers a little behind sched¬ 
ule. 

‘We are about 15-percent 
behind an average year,” 
Baker said. 

Baker said the next two 
to three weeks prove key to 
the local corn crop. He said 
if it continues to rain, farm¬ 
ers will fall further behind, 
placing many farmers in a 
bind.

The Hancock County 
Historical Society, in part¬ 
nership with Acclaim 
Press, recently started 
working on a pictorial his¬ 
tory book of Hancock 
County. To that end, the so¬ 
ciety wants anyone with 
connections in any way to 
Hancock County to send in 
photos to be included in the 
book. The type of photos 
the committee wants for 
the book include family 
photos, either recent or 
from years-gone-by, build¬ 
ings (such as barns, homes 
or other landmarks), 
events and activities (such 
as parades, political rallies, 


disasters or fires), busi¬ 
nesses, schools, transpor¬ 
tation, organizations and 
churches. 

“These types of books 
usually happen only once- 
in-a-lifetime,” Keith Steele, 
president of Acclaim Press, 
said. “It is rare.” 

The deadline to submit 
pictures for the book is 
May 31. People are encour¬ 
aged to bring their pictures 
to either the Hancock 
County Archives, now lo¬ 
cated on the first floor of 
the old Hancock County 
Courthouse, the Hancock 
Clarion or to the Hancock 
County Museum. If it is a 


picture, it will be scanned 
and immediately returned 
to the owner. It must be a 
photograph and not a clip¬ 
ping from a newspaper. 
People also possess the 
option to bring in photos on 
a flash drive to the ar¬ 
chives, and they will down¬ 
load it to a computer. 
Please provide information 
such as who took the 
photo, approximately when 
and what the photo shows. 
For example, if it shows 
someone cutting hay with 
a horse drawn cutting ma¬ 
chine in 1900, include that 
information, and also 
where in the county the ac¬ 


tivity occurred. 

It costs nothing to sub¬ 
mit pictures for publication, 
but the committee urges all 
county residents to 
preorder a book. The funds 
from these preorders help 
to pay for the project. The 
book costs $39.95 plus tax. 

“People need to order 
books and turn in their pic¬ 
tures ASAP,” committee 
member Jim Fallin said. 

Another way exists to 
help fund this project. A 
church, business or even 
an individual can sponsor a 
page in the book. The spon¬ 
sored page contains infor¬ 
mation about the church or 


business, and it costs $250. 
A complimentary book 
comes as part the package 
when taking out a full page 
sponsorship. A half-page 
sponsorship costs $195, but 
does not include a compli¬ 
mentary book. An indi¬ 
vidual also can decide to 
take out a page in memory 
of someone who played a 
vital role in the community. 

“These dollars create an 
additional two pages of 
general history in the 
book,” Steele said.

Litherland 
sentenced 
to five years

Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch sentenced 

Cannelton, Ind. resident 
Candice J. Litherland to five 
years in prison on a charge 
of facilitation to manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine-first 
offense. Judge Dortch 
handed down the sentence 
Friday, May 3 at the Han¬ 
cock County Judicial Center 
during Motion Day proceed¬ 
ings. 

The case against Lither¬ 
land started a little over one 
year ago. In December of 
2011 the Hancock County 
Grand Jury indicted 
Litherland on one count of 
possession of marijuana-fire- 
arm enhanced, possession of 
drug paraphernalia-firearm 
enhanced, manufacturing 
methamphetamine-firearm 
enhanced and unlawful pos¬ 
session of a methamphet- 
amine precursor-firearm en¬ 
hanced. The Grand Jury also 
indicted Litherland on two 
counts of controlled sub¬ 
stance endangerment to a 
child in the fourth degree- 
firearm enhanced, traffick¬ 
ing in controlled substances 
in the first degree-firearm 
enhanced and knowingly in 
possession of anhydrous 
ammonia in an unapproved 
container with the intent to 
manufacture methamphet- 
amine. The Grand Jury also 
accused Litherland of engag¬ 
ing in organized crime, pos¬ 
session of a firearm by a 
felon, three counts of posses¬ 
sion of a handgun by a con¬ 
victed felon, being a persis¬ 
tent felony offender in the 
second degree, possession 
of a controlled substance in 
the first degree-firearm en¬ 
hanced and two counts of 
receiving stolen property. 
The Grand Jury accused 
Litherland of committing the 
acts in January of 2011. 

In April of this year Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney Tim 
Coleman’s office offered 
Litherland a plea bargain 
agreement. In exchange for 
a plea of guilty to an 
amended charge of facilita¬ 
tion to manufacture metham- 
phetamine, the state agreed 
to drop all other charges 
pending against Litherland 
in the case. After reviewing 
the agreement, Dortch ap¬ 


proved it. He set sentencing 
for June 1, 2013. 

Eckstein given 
five years probation 

Philpot resident Jacob 
Eckstein received five years 
of probation in unlawful 
transaction with a minor 
case. Hancock County Cir¬ 
cuit Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch also ordered 
Eckstein to serve 60 days in 
jail with work release on two 
amended counts of unlawful 
transaction with a minor-sec¬ 
ond degree. Dortch ordered 
the probation to be super¬ 
vised. 

The case against 

Eckstein started in 2012. 
The Grand Jury indicted him 
on two charges of unlawful 
transaction with a minor in 
the first degree. The Grand 
Jury accused him of induc¬ 
ing a juvenile female under 
the age of 16 to engage in il¬ 
legal sexual activity. The 
Grand Jury returned the in¬ 
dictment in August of 2012. 
Arnett receives 
five years of 
unsupervised probation 

Hancock County Circuit 
Court Judge Ronnie C. 
Dortch sentenced Indiana 
resident Paul Arnett to five 
years of unsupervised proba¬ 
tion on a charge of receiving 
stolen property over $500. 
Dortch handed down the 
sentence during Motion Day 
proceedings Friday at the 
Hancock County Judicial 
Center. 

In December of 2009 the 
Hancock County Grand Jury 
indicted Arnett on eight 
charges. The Grand Jury ac¬ 
cused him of fraudulent use 
of a credit card under $500, 
receiving stolen property 
under $500, possession of 
drug paraphernalia-second 
offense and forgery in the 
second degree. He also 
faced charges of possession 
of burglary tools, receiving 
stolen property under 
$10,000, being a persistent 
felony offender in the sec¬ 
ond degree and possession 
of a controlled substance in 
the first degree. 

Commonwealth Attor¬ 
ney Tim Coleman’s office 
offered Arnett a plea bargain 
agreement. In exchange for 
his plea of guilty to a charge 
of receiving stolen property 
over $500, the state dropped 
all other charges pending 
against Arnett in the case. 
After reviewing the agree¬ 
ment, Judge Dortch ac¬ 
cepted it.

Domtar employee Har¬ 
vey Clayton, superintendent 
over the H-2 paper machine, 
received a highly prestigious 
honor two weeks ago when 
the paper industry’s trade 
organization honored Clay¬ 
ton with the Brookshire- 
Moore Superintendent of 
the Year Award during cer¬ 
emonies in Atlanta, Ga. It 
marks the first time an em¬ 
ployee at the Hawesville mill 
earned such a distinguished 
honor. 

‘You cannot find a more 
genuine, dedicated, hard¬ 
working leader than Harvey 
Clayton,” Domtar plant man¬ 
ager Steve Henry said. “He 
is always going above and 
beyond to help people here 
at work, and outside of work. 
He wants everyone to be 
successful.” 

Harvey started working 
at the Domtar mill 35 years 
ago. He started out as sum¬ 
mer help while attending col¬ 
lege. College did not work 
out for him because he really 
did not know what he 
wanted to do. At the end of 
his second summer of work¬ 
ing at the mill, Harvey re¬ 
ceived an offer of a full-time 
job. He took the job, and 
started out in the medium 


mill as a utility person. 

“I transferred to H-l in 
1981 when we started it up,” 
Harvey said. 

By the late 1990s he 
worked his way up the cor¬ 
porate ladder, and became 
the superintendent over the 
H-l machine. He held that 
position for two years, and 
then in 2003 Harvey became 
the superintendent over the 
H-2 machine. 

The H-2 machine contin¬ 
ues to hold the North Ameri¬ 
can speed record on produc¬ 
ing uncoated free sheet pa¬ 
per. The machine produces 
1,100 tons of paper per day. 

“Harvey is responsible 
for the safety, quality and ef¬ 
ficiency of the machine,” 
Henry said. 

He also oversees the 
machine’s productivity, and 
ensures it runs as cost effec¬ 
tively as possible. Harvey 
oversees a crew of approxi¬ 
mately 75 people. 

As a superintendent, Har¬ 
vey knows that he does not 
know all the answers, and 
that the people under him 
are very skilled in what they 
do. He uses a team approach 
to solving problems the crew 
faces from time to time with 
the machine. 

“I think it is about getting 
their opinions, looking at the 


situation and bouncing ideas 
off of each other,” Harvey 
said. “It is important to step 
back and look at the whole 
picture instead of being the 
firefighter.” 

Though Harvey won the 
award, he said it actually re¬ 
flects the quality of people 
working at the plant. He said 
behind every leader stands 
a cadre of people that helped 
make him or her successful. 

“It is recognition for all 
the people I have worked 
with over the years,” Harvey 
said. “The guys out on the 
floor make me look good.” 

Over the years, Harvey 
learned a great deal about 
the paper industry, and espe¬ 
cially how to make paper. His 
immediate supervisor, John 
Miller, said people from all 
over the country, from vari¬ 
ous paper companies, con¬ 
stantly call him with ques¬ 
tions about issues they face. 
He does his best to help 
them out. 

“We are very proud of 
him,” Henry said. “The 
honor is well deserved. It is 
a culmination of all his con¬ 
tributions over his career 
here.” 

Harvey and his wife Lisa 
live in Tell City, Ind.

Remembering 
Stories from 
the Clarion 

We hear so many terrible shootings 
these days of innocent children and adults 
that one wonders if bullying could have 
played a part in some of these tragedies? 

Here’s a Clarion story with a case of bullying and abuse 
that resulted in the shooting of James Keown in May 1981. 
When I heard about this crime I sent our Clarion reporter 
Sam Roberts to the jail to see if Henry Carroll would tell 
his side of the story —Donn Wimmer 

Hancock Clarion May, 1981 

Henry Carroll held 
in shooting 
Keown shot in face; 
loses site in both eyes

Carroll indicated the act was a culmination of several 
years of abuse at the hands of the shooting victim. Abuse 
endured by himself, his mother, and his younger brother. 
He talked at length, remarking, ‘The truth won’t hurt no¬ 
body.” 

James Keown, also known as “Jim”, “Jake” and “Jam¬ 
mer”, resided at the place on Route 1, Fordsville, with Mrs. 
Emma Carroll, her son, Henry and her teenage son. She 
and Keown had bought the place in partnership about 3 
1/2 months ago, Henry related. Keown had been associ¬ 
ated with the Carroll family for a number of years, and 
“never did nothing I know of,” Henry stated in reference 
to working and paying his way. However, he stated that in 
the early years of their acquaintance he liked Jim Keown 
very much. “I liked him and would do anything for him,” 
he remarked. A few minutes later he observed that “the

around. Then he went at a near normal speed for awhile 
and then slam on the brakes so the Carroll car would 
nearly ram the Keown vehicle. The last time the car 
braked to a halt, Keown got out and came back to the 
Carroll car, cursing and threatening to cut Henry, Henry 
declared. Henry said he got out of the Carroll car and 
brought a .30-.30 rifle with him. When Keown advanced 
to within 6 to 8 feet, with knife drawn, Carroll said, he 
pulled the trigger of the .30-.30. Keown lunged forward 
in time to push the barrel of the rifle to one side...and 
that’s when Henry’s little brother shot him with the shot¬ 
gun, Henry asserted. That’s the story he told the state 
police that night, he added. He said the shotgun blast 
knocked the victim off his feet and shoved him all the 
way under the car. 
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Keown crawled from under the vehicle and knelt in 
the road, rubbing his hands across his face, Carroll went 
on. Henry, his mother and brother then left Truman 
Keown with the victim as they went to phone for an am¬ 
bulance and police officers. When the ambulance and 
police arrived, Jim Keown was alone. His brother report¬ 
edly told others that the wait was so long he decided to 
go summon help himself. 

Henry declared that Keown had been threatening his 
life for at least two years; that he had been struck and 
the situation had been getting worse. He told about a 
threat to throw his brother down a well, and of an occa¬ 
sion when his mother was beaten shortly after her re¬ 
lease from the hospital, where she had been confined for 
surgery for gallstones. 

He recalled telling Sheriff Ralph Boling of his anxious 
fears and of the temptation to shoot his tormentor. Boling 
advised Carroll to pick up a pole and defend himself. The 
sheriff confirmed the conversation. 

NOTE: Keown lost the sight in both of his eyes but sur¬ 
vived to live several years. He died in June 2002. The Han¬ 
cock County Grand Jury, is session June 23, 1981, reported 
after deliberating for two days, refused to indict Henry Carroll 
on a charge of first degree wanton endangerment. Carroll 
had been charged with first degree assault following the 
shooting of James Henry Keown. The Clarion did not re¬ 
ceive any information on Henry Carroll’s younger brother 
as he was a juvenile.

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The power 
of love! 


At our home, I have just 
witnessed an amazing 
transformation. We have 
moved from a point where 
my wife Viola wanted to 
die, to a point where she 
now cherishes and looks 
forward to each new day of 
life. Before I proceed, a 
little background please, 
and for those of you who 
read my column on a regu¬ 
lar basis, this will be an up¬ 
date for you. 

For the past 19 years, 
my wife Viola has had 
Parkinson’s disease. As 
you may know, there is no 
cure for this terrible dis¬ 
ease and, in the final stages 
all anyone can do for a pa¬ 
tient is manage the pain. 
However, I am told that 
some patients have pain 
while others don’t. Viola 
does, and at times it has 
been horrific. 

In the fall of 2011 we 
went to a local nursing 
home for some therapy, 
hoping this would extend 
the time when she could 
still perform basic func¬ 
tions. After a few weeks it 
was determined that she 
had reached the point 
where she was no longer 
making progress and we 
were sent home. This was 
the next day after Thanks¬ 
giving, and most people, 
including myself, did not 
think she would last much 
longer than a few weeks. 
When we got home it was 
determined by the Hospice 
people that she was over 
medicated, so we cut back 
on her medication and be¬ 
gan to feed her nutritious 
meals, and I gave her lots 
of love. 

It took a little while be¬ 
fore we reached the point 
where we knew how to give 
her the right amount of 
medication where she slept 
most of the time but was 
alert enough to carry on 
short conversations and 
not be in pain. Too much 
medication (morphine) she 
was a zombie; not enough 
and she was constantly 
hurting. Here is the trans¬ 
formation that began to 
take place, and what I hope 
you will seriously ponder 
as I share this deeply per¬ 
sonal story. 

Naturally, she was 
scared, so I continued to 
tell her how much I loved 
her; reassured her of her 
great value and worth; and 
told her I would always be 
there for her. I did this 
many times each day. Often

when I would leave the 
room and tell her, “I will be 
right back,” she would say, 
“You promise?” 

After a few weeks we de¬ 
veloped a routine where I 
would physically take her 
out of bed, place her in a 
Geri chair and leave her for 
most of the day before put¬ 
ting her back in bed at an 
early hour. Thankfully, I 
have a wonderful lady here 
by the name of Cynthia 
Tillman who takes care of 
her Monday through Fri¬ 
day for eight hours each 
day. I have her by myself 
for the rest of the time. 
When a patient stays in a 
Geri chair for several 
hours, even with a lot of 
extra padding, they fre¬ 
quently develop “bed 
sores” because it’s impos¬ 
sible to turn them in a chair 
of this type. 

One sore on her hip be¬ 
came so large that we had 
to keep her in bed so we 
could turn her every hour 
and change her large ban¬ 
dage on a regular basis. 
She has now reached a 
point where she is a total 
invalid, being able to only 
move her mouth for us to 
feed her. Of course she can 
still see, smell and hear, 
and has her sense of humor 
and the use of her marvel¬ 
ous mind. 

In a column several 
weeks ago titled ‘The Best 
Days of My Life,” I shared 
a good deal of this informa¬ 
tion. As I write these words 
it is now May 2, 2013, and 
she is still here, and this is 
more than 16 months and 
counting since we came 
home in 2011 from the 
nursing home. 

Her vitals are strong and 
what I am saying is really a 
testimony for the Power of 
Love, as I have seen her re¬ 
spond in a way that is truly 
amazing. While it is never 
printed on a Death Certifi¬ 
cate, far too many people 
die from a broken heart. 
When you love someone in 
the right way, it will nurture 
their very being and will 
cause them to want to live 
and not give up and want 
to die before their time.

Letter from 
Civil War 
addresses 
Lincoln 
mystery 

ELIZABETHTOWN, Ky. 
(AP) A Kentucky history 
museum official says a letter 
written during the Civil War 
may shed light on where 
Abraham Lincoln’s parents 
lived immediately after mar¬ 
rying. 

History scholars have 
debated the precise location 
of the couple’s cabin. 

Hardin County History 
Museum Vice President 
Elvin Smith Jr. told The 
News-Enterprise that the fa¬ 
cility received transcribed 
copies of letters written dur¬ 
ing the Civil War by a Union 
soldier stationed in 
Elizabethtown that mentions 
the cabin’s location. 

Smith says details in one 
of the letters written by chap- 
lain Augustus Hammond 
Conant, who served in the 
19th Illinois volunteer infan¬ 
try, may help unravel the 
mystery if Conant wasn’t 
mistaken. 

A letter from Oct. 28, 
1861, reads, “This town has 
about 1,500 inhabitants. It 
was for a time the home of 
President Abraham Lincoln, 
and the house where he 
lived is in sight of our camp.” 

The letter then describes 
the location of the camp on 
top of a hill south of town. 

Conant served in 
Elizabethtown for about 
three months in 1861 and 
wrote several letters to rela¬ 
tives about the area and ac¬ 
tivities. 

Smith says he was able to 
obtain the letters from one 
of Conant’s descendants.

Godbey said many in the 
community want to keep stu¬ 
dent-led prayer as part of the 
graduation ceremony, but he 
says it is his responsibility to 
“make sure the rights of ev¬ 
ery student are protected.”

But, there is 
a third realm every bit as 
real and important as the 
first two. 

There is a third but in¬ 
visible spiritual realm that 
is the scene of ceaseless 
conflict and you are in¬ 
volved. This is the war be¬ 
tween spiritual truth and 
deception, the people of 
God and the domain of 
darkness. This spiritual 
warfare influences every 
aspect of life. 

So what’s a Christian to 
do? One answer is to take 
heart in the fact that Jesus 
has already won the victory 
for you. His death and res¬ 
urrection have defeated 
sin, death and evil. Stand 
firm knowing that you will 
prevail in Christ.

Things could 
be worse....for 
Spring planting 

Dr. Chad Lee, UK grain 
extension specialist, sent 
county agents a picture this 
(Monday) morning of a 
Minnesota corn planter 
and tractor under 12 inches 
of snow with the caption of 
“Things could be worse.” 
However, that does not 
make things here in Ken¬ 
tucky any less frustrating, 
but it is true. There is still 
some interesting data out 
there that gives a positive 
outlook. University of Ken¬ 
tucky has gathered data 
corn planting dates from 
2003 to 2012, with the data 
concluding that the best 
planting dates were from 
the third week of April to 
the third week of May. Not 
the conclusion most farm¬ 
ers would believe! They 
also went on to look at yield 
data from 2003 to 2011 
(since 2012 was an off 
year). That data indicated 
that the best time to plant 
for Kentucky was May in 
order to get the best yields. 
Once again, not what one 
would think. However, this 
leads me to believe, that al¬ 
though producers feel the 
rush, there is still time to 
get it in without affecting 
yield. If you want to see spe¬ 
cific data, please call the 
Extension Service. But let’s 
be realistic. Producers still 
plant in fields that are a 
little soggy. So, here are 
some recommendations: 

1) Back off the down 
pressure on the springs or 
air bags. Wet soils don’t 
take as much down force to 
get the corn at the proper 
depth. Backing off the 
down pressure will lighten 
the pressure on the 
sidewall as well. The seed¬ 
ing depth needs to remain 
at about 1.5 to 2 inches 
deep for most soils. Any¬ 
thing shallower than that 
could cause rooting and 
lodging problems later. 

2) Consider using a 
spike-tooth closer. Spike- 
tooth closers will crumble 
the sidewall and reduce 
compaction, some. I have 
been to fields where the 
divets from the closers 
were visible 5 weeks later... 
and the corn was stunted. 
If the spike-tooth closer is 
making divets, then the 
field is way too wet to plant! 

3) Reduce the closing 
wheel pressure. The clos¬ 
ing wheels provide some 
pressure to close the seed 
furrow. This is necessary 
to insure good soil-to-seed 
contact. But, in wet fields, 
less closing wheel pressure 
is needed. 

4) Be sure that your trac¬ 
tor and implement tires are 
properly inflated. Tires at

the wrong pressure can 
lead to more compaction 
and reduce fuel efficiency. 

5) Try reducing any ex¬ 
tra weight on the planter. If 
you have fertilizer tanks or 
boxes on the planter, you 
might want to keep them 
empty in these wet fields. 

There most likely is no 
need to adjust corn seeding 
rate. “Mudding-in” is less 
than ideal, but a couple 
thousand extra seeds per 
acre most likely will not 
improve the odds of good 
emergence. (There is 
some evidence that in soy¬ 
bean, increasing seeding 
rate by about 120,000 to 
about 200,000 seeds per 
acre could improve emer¬ 
gence in crusted soils. But 
that is a different scenario.) 
If the conditions for corn 
emergence are poor, then 
an extra seeding rate prob¬ 
ably will not help.

must contact the grain com¬ 
pany and see if the com¬ 
pany will allow a later plant 
date, or if it will allow the 
farmer to switch to soy¬ 
beans. 

Crop insurance compa¬ 
nies also factor into the situ¬ 
ation. The insurance com¬ 
panies will not insure a corn 
crop planted past a specific 
date, so farmers need to 
take this information into 
consideration when decid¬ 
ing what to do. 

According to the AP 
story, for every day past 
May 15 that farmers are 
delayed from planting their 
corn, they lose a bushel per 
acre of corn production. 
Baker said farmers need a 
few good days of dry 
weather to finish planting. 

“We are hoping the 
weather clears up the next 
couple of weeks so farmers 
can get into their fields,” he 
said.
